OF FAWN, GROUSE 


A Ham iltonban township resident 
and his wife face game law viola­ 
tion charges that carry fines total­ 
ing $225 and the costs following 
their arrest Sunday m orning in the 
South M ountains in Ham iltonban j 
township near Mont Alto by Joseph 
Croft, a deputy game protector of 
Adams county. 
Allen Shultz, 35. is charged with ( 
illegal possession of a doe fawn and 
with killing a grouse in closed sea- j 
ton. 
His wife, C harlotte Shultz, 
owner of the car in which the young 
deer was found, is charged with 
transporting the dead anim al. 
Tile 
three charges were signed this m orn­ 
ing before Justice of the Peace John 
H Basehore by Adams County Game 
Protector R C Anderson. 
Mr. and Mrs. Shultz were freed 
Sunday under $500 bond each for 
their appearances Tuesday evening 
a t 7:30 o’clock before Justice Base­ 
hore for hearings. 
Deputy Protector G roft said he 
had been on patrol duty in the Mont 
Alto section of the m ountains soon 
after 
daybreak 
Sunday 
morning I 
when the Shultz car came down a j 
m ountain road and stopped near J 
him while an occupant of the m a- ; 
chine shot a grouse. 
The officer immediately went to j 
the machine and during his ques- j 
Honing of the couple noticed smears 
of blood and hair he identified as ' 
that of a deer at several places on 
the car 
In his search of the car j 
he reached a rear trunk which he 
found locked. The Shultzes said the j 
key had been lost. 
The couple was taken to the state 
motor police substation on Buford > 
avenue in Gettysburg where Officer 1 
Anderson and state motor policemen I 
prepared to force open the trunk to j 
complete their search. The key was 
“located” by the occupants of the 
machine and upon opening the trunk 
the police found tile body of a doe 
fawn weighing about 40 pounds. 
The state law provides a fine of 
$100 on the charge of possessing the 
Illegal deer and a sim ilar amount 
for 
transporting 
its 
body. 
The 
grouse killing count carries a fine 
oi $25. 
In default of paym ent of 
such fines defendants must serve one 
day in jail for each $1 of the fine 
and costs.

W ashington, D. C., Oct. 31—The 
United States Departm ent of Labor 
will fix wage and hour standards to
